Harold Gatty, 
“Winnie Mae” has “shot the sun” 
since he was 17 years of age. At that 
time he .was employed as navigator 
on a merchant marine vessel, after 
having studied for four years at the 
Royal Australian Naval College. 

Gatty remained in the merchant 
marine service until. 1927 when he 
came to the United States. He be-. 
came associated with Lieut.-Com- 
mander, Phillip Van H. Weems, 
U.S.N., recognized as one of the 
world’s greatest authorities on navi- 
gation, and did research work under 
his direction. Later, when Lieutenant- 
Commander Weems went to Annapo- 
list to teach graduate students, Gatty 
established a training school near the 
Grand Central Airport where he 
taught a modification of Lieutenant- 
Commander Weem's system of celes- 
tial navigation. 

‘While there he had many famous 
pupils, perhaps the most conspicuous 
of whom are Col. Charles. A. Lind- 
bergh and Mrs. Lindbergh. 

Gatty’s system of navigation is said 
to be so practical and precise that he 
can fix the location of his ship in less 
than a minute after he has observed 
the. sun or a familiar star.
